4. Independent claim 14 has been allowed because none of the references of 
record teach or suggest a process for producing hydrocarbons using a catalyst for a 
Fischer-Tropsch reaction, obtained by supporting a ruthenium compound on a support 
composed of a manganese oxide and an aluminum oxide, which is treated with an 
aqueous alkaline solution and subsequently subjected to calcination treatment in an air 
at 150-500C. 

5. Independent claim 21 and the claims dependent thereon have been allowed 
because none of the references of record teach or suggest a process for producing 
hydrocarbons using a catalyst for a Fischer-Tropsch reaction, obtained by supporting a 
ruthenium compound on a support composed of a manganese oxide and an aluminum 
oxide, which is treated with an aqueous alkaline solution and subsequently subjected to 
calcination treatment in an air at 150-500C.
